My Lord, Dublin Caftle, 1 1 April 1 806. 

AS it is confidered eflential for the Public Service, that the Receipts of the 
•leveral Departments of Revenue ffioukl as fpeedily as poffible be lodged in the 
Bank of L-eland, I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to fignily to your Lord- 
Ihip, his Grace s defire that the accruing Receipts of the Poll-Office be paid daily 
mto the Bank, taking' acknowledgements for the fame in like manner as lor other 
iums lodged there. And as it will be neceffiary previous to each quarter-day, 
the 1 reaturcr or Receiver thonld have in his hands ftmds fiifficient for the dif- 
-charge of the Salaries, Debt to England, and other charges of the Eflablifliment 
his Grace defires that your Lordffiip or the Treafurer do fubmit one week pre- 
ceding each quarter to him, a flatement of fuch charges, that upon the fame 
being counterfigned by the Secretary or one other Lord of the Treafury of 
Ireland, a fum may be drawn from the Bank fufficient to difeharge fuch 
•demands. “
